In the annual report 
of the Mexican Cent Rallroad is- 
sued today, facts figures are 
given out which show that the almost 
constantly depreciating currency since 
3891 has brought the Mexican railroads 
to the verge of a grave financial 
crisis. 

“Modern Mexice” in commenting epen 
the situation, declares that the contin- 
vance of a 38-cent dollar would mean 
speedy bankruptcy for Mexican rail- 
roads. In the annual report and ed- 
tterial referred to, the idea is held out 
that the only hope is in government 
aid in establishing ar arbitrary rate 


There is no @oncealment of the fact 


the situation has for some time been 
considered grave. 

The annual report says that through 
the depreciation of the Mexican peso 
during 1902, the rallroad company suf- 
fered a net loss in revenue amounting 
to $768,964 United States currency. This 
resuited in a net deficit to the com- 
pany a ting to $496,402.74 United 
States c cy.

An ordinance granting the Sixth- 
street franchise to G. G. Johnson was 
passed yesterday.

Thig bond 
requires the grantee to build the road 
within a stated period. and to main- 
tain and operate it in accordance with 
the franchise. The ordinance granting 
the franchise is subject to a referend- 
ary vote and the title to the franchise 
will not be finally vested in the grantee 
for thirty days.

“Therefore we petition your honor- 
abie body that no street franchise be 
offered for sale or granted to the per- 
son or persons seeking such franchise 
on Orange street and that the petition 
be denied.”
